The 1779 Massachusetts 5 shilling 6 pence note was correctly 
listed in the second printing of my book. It was impossible to 
find all the typographical errors. 

As to your question as to the evolution of paper money, 

I presume you mean American paper money. You mentioned Colonial, 
Continental, State Banks, Merchant Scrip, Confederate, large U. S. 
and small U. S. I believe you should Include state issues, city 
issues and county issues. I believe you should include John Smith 
checks and other clearing house issues. I think you should give the 
different types of paper money in all categories, such as stock- 
holders' liability, certificates of deposit, silver certificates, 
gold certificates, U. S. notes, nationals, demand notes, and coin 
notes. In the colonials, you should show interest bearing notes, 
city notes, private notes, colony notes, as distinguished from 
state notes. 

Not knowing what other answers you have received, I hope 
these thoughts might be of slight additional help.

The Bank of the United States $5 engraved copper plate 
dated September 1, 1829 arrived. The right end of the plate and the 
central top have no decoration as yet and the left end is partially 
cut. It is clearly a plate for crude counterfeits because the date, 
the branch, the payee and the signing officers names are cut into the 
plate instead of being filled in with ink by hand. This was a lazy 
counterfeiter at work. 


The back of the plate has ?. Murphy on it and also some other 
propaganda . 

I have no more idea of what it is worth than you do. It is 
obviously rare, but appeals to a limited market. What you don't tell 
me is what it is offered for. Buy it if you like it and no one can 
say you overpaid or underpaid. Today's prices are ridiculous, but now 
no one is buying. 

I am returning the item. Thanks for showing it to me.
